ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, North Africa, 
April 1 (UP)— An all-out allied aerial offen- 
sive — including an unprecedented raid by 
Flying- Fortresses— rocked the axis front and 
i-ear lines, a headquarters communique said 
today as ground fighting- in Tunisia slowed 
down momentarily due to mine fieMs and 
stiffer resistance. 

The Flying Fortress raid, carried out by 
nearly 100 great four-motored planes, swept 
over southern Sardinia and blasted the impoi'- 
tant axis port of Cagliari as well as axis air- 
dromes from which the enemy has tried to 
dominate the Mediterranean narrows. The 
bombei-s shot down 14 enemy planes. 

In nddilion, the Forlrcssta. without ioBK ol a ninglc plane, 
destroyed i:i enemy planes on the ground and damagc'd -l-l 
others. They struck Cacliari just after noon Wednesday with 
Ihou-sands of bombs of all sizes, hitting five merchant ship.s, 
two of which burst into flame.s. One constnl ship nnd a 
smaller vcisel were also hit and 19 small craft includinir 
Ecliooners and motorboata were damuRed,

■ Dcyond these fundanientaLs, there are dif- 
ferences amonR the United Natlon.s and dif- 
ferences nmonB tlic peoi)!e.s of each nation. 
If Idealists Insist upon forclnp the Issue, they 
tan create Internal bltlerncs.'ie.s amonK and 
within any or alt of the great antl-nxL-i peo- 
ples that might be of very practical help to 
Hitler and Hlrohlto. 

In our own country, amoiif; utterly loyal 
Americans, sentiment ranscs from tho.se wlio 
advocate a United States of the world to 
tho-sc who hope that we can perfect n .self- 
contained economy and thenceforward write 
the rest of the world out of our books. Both. 
In our opinion, arc unsound In their extrem- 
ism. But in between them arc mllllon.s on 
cither side of an Imaginary line dividing 
"Isolationism" from "Internationalism." 

The Idealists believe that luidcr tlie pres- 
sure of the emergency, stimulated by t!ie 
necessity for national unity, they can put 
Bcros,s agrecnienLs whicli would be Impossible 
when the war has been won. 

It Is entirely possible that, Instead. Ihcy 
may provoke a diehard opposition that will 
divert attention and energy from the one 
thing of supreme Importance— the winning 
of the war. 

This danger Is Inherent not only In con- 
nection with International planning, with 
consideration of relief, rehabilitation, a 1945 
version of the League of Nations, creation of 
an International police force. It Is Inherent 
in such things as the Delano plan, urnlng In- 
ternal social security provisions without any 
knowledge of whether and how they can be 
effectuated. 

With perhaps a dOKen major war problems 
still unsolved and. for practical purpa'ic.s. un- 
tnckled, isn't this a' good time to concentrate 
upon w'innlng the war while democracy .still 
Is solvent In money and In virile manpower?

WEALTH IS DHAFTKI) 
Much opposition lo a manpower draft 
arises from the nil.sconcepllon Ihat there is 
no draft on wealth, and therefore there 
should be none on labor. 

Tlie m2 enrnings reports of lending cor- 
porations, now available, show that wealth 
dclinltcly Iios been drafted, and help to 
measure the effectiveness of that draft. 

Tlic Magazine of Wall Street has analysed 
statements of 710 maninacturlnR concerns. 
These show that dollar volume.of pro-ss liusl- 
ncss has risen 71 per cent above the 1028-29 
pre-dcpre.s.slon peak. But on that vastly r.\-- 
pnndcd vohinic. those corporations ln.st year 
earned 47 per cent smaller net profits after 
taxes. 

Tliat Is to say, wealth Invested In manu- 
fncturlng hns to produce more than three 
.times as much, to earn a dollar of net profit, 
as It did in 1328-29, 

National Industrial Conference board stud- 
ies lor the first nine months ot 19'12 show 
that taxes contributed substantially to tlils 
decline In corporate earnings. 

The net Income of 'J05 Industries, before 
taxes. Increased $170,000,000 during the first 
thrcc-Iourths of last year, but their net after 
taxes decrcxscd 5280,000.000. 

Taxes constitute a major weapon in the 
. drafting of wealth. But they do not carry 
aiie entire burden. Arthur Krock of the New 
York Times, summarizing an off-the-record 
talk by Herbert Bayard Swopo, .special con- 
sultant to the secretary of war, enumerates 
13 controls which government exercises over 
wealth. 

The Rovernnient can force manufacturers 
to make what it wants; can seljc their 
platits; ■ can— fAK.-pnlces and then rencROllate 
tO Teduce them further; can absorb excess 
profits by taxation; can fix every element 
entering Into labor cosLy can give, tvltiihold 
and otherwise control materials, transporta- 
tion facilities, manpower, and to some extent 
capital. I 

There is no complatnt- about thLi" conscrip- 
tion of capital. OS a war measure. It is taken 
for gjanted. os Is the drafting of men to do 
the actual flghtlna;.
